The Applicant amended independent claims 42 and 71 and amended the claims dependency of claims 52, 60, 61 and 63. 

Claim 42 was amended to include, as noted in quotations, an apparatus "for producing cell electroporation" comprising a generator "to 
produce cell electroporation of tissue or organs" and a registration and conversion means to control the pulses "and thereby control the 
cell electroporation of the tissue or organ". 

Claim 71 was amended to include, as noted in quotations, a method for treating tissue or organs comprising an impedance measuring 
unit to measure impedance at "at least one frequency", the method comprising receiving an initial impedance measurement before 
".during or after" the pulses "are" generated.,,., and receiving an intermediate impedance measurement before ".during or after" the 
pulses "are" generated
